Former Georgia legislator 
| selected as chief head to VA

A shifting of political winds might bring some welcome changes 
concerning future Veterans Administration (VA) rules and 
regulations. 

President-elect Jimmy Carter has nominated Max Cleland to 
replace Nixon appointee Richard Raudebush as head administrator 
of the VA. Cleland, a former Georgia legislator, is a 33 year-old, 
Vietnam-era veteran who also happens to be a paraplegic. 

When queried as to the objective of Cleland in his new job, his 
staff was quoted as saying that he wants ‘to make a change.” Local 
VA officials are hoping for some alterations which will make the VA 
bureaucracy more responsive to veteran's needs. 

Vice-president elect Walter Mondale, responding to a letter by 
Veterans Representative Bob Clark, who works for the California 
Employment Development Department, expressed concern over the 
time limits on educational benefits under the G.I. Bill. In his 
December 13 answer, Mondale said that ‘’. . . | am cosponsoring a 
bill in the Senate, S 3222, to allow veterans to use the benefits they 
have earned at any time in their lives. The bill would remove the 
delimiting date altogether.”’ 

A recent VA regulation, known as the “Extended 85-15 Percent 
Ratio Requirements,’’ has had a “temporary waiver” placed upon it, 
according to Cliffton Stallings, a public information officer in the 
Los Angeles Regional Office. 

This proposed rule stated that if more than 85 per cent of any 
class were receiving financial aid from any federally funded program, 
the veterans in that class would not be paid for that specific 
program. 

The reason for the waiver is that the entire California public, 
higher education system; UC, state college and university, and the 
104 community colleges, told the VA that they could not comply 
with the 85-15 rule. This has forced the VA to call meetings in an 
attempt to dissolve the current impasse. 

SAC President John E. Johnson sent a letter to Richard 
Raudebush, head VA administrator, stating that he was “extremely 
alarmed and dismayed with the procedures that the Veterans 
Administration has imposed . . . “. He hoped that there would be 
reconsideration of the ruling because otherwise the RSCCD may be 
constrained from certifying vets for benefits. 

Sidney W. Brossman, chancellor of the California Community 
Colleges, also wrote Raudebush and made some suggestions to him. 
“1 would like to propose that the Department of Veterans Benefits 
and the Chancellor’s Office of the California Community Colleges 
work even more closely together,” he said. “! would like to share 
input and to enable the VA to be aware of the needs and realities of 
California’s 104 community colleges.”

The man was Martin Luther King Jr., and 
today the Black Students Union (BSU) are 
celebrating the anniversary of his 46th birthday, 
which is tomorrow. 

According to Gloria Bailey, advisor for BSU, 
this is an annual event. Last year, actor Roscoe 
Lee Brown spoke on the campus. 

This year, activities started yesterday with the 
playing of records of King’s speeches. For today, a 
documentary film entitled King will be shown free 
of charge in Phillips Hall. The times of showing are 
1 and 7 p.m. The film will run for three hours. 

“This film is a tribute to a great man who was 
concerned about all,’ said Bailey. ‘He tried to 
shake our consciousness about social 
improvement.”

King was probably the leading civil rights leader 
during the ‘50s and ‘60s. Through nonviolent 
protest, he strived for full equal rights not only for 
blacks, but for Mexicans, Indians, and other 
minorities as well. King was awarded the Nobel 
Peace prize in 1964. 

He was an ordained minister and, in 1957, 
organized the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, which helped to coordinate civil rights 
groups. 

Probably the highlight of his actions was the 
march in Washington D.C. in 1963, where over 
200,000 people went from the Washington 
Monument to the Lincoln Memorial. This was seen 
by millions on television. 

Although King stressed his points in a 
non-violent manner, he was often met with stormy 
attacks. Through his lifetime, he was jailed, 
stabbed and stoned. On April 4, 1968 in Memphis, 
Tennessee an assassin’s bullet ended the life of 
Martin Luther King.

The past decade has brought significant changes 
to the status of abortion which in turn creates less 
tension on questions that must be answered. 

Recently a review of world aleortion was the 
topic for an article in the magazine Scientific 
American by Christopher Tietze and Sarah Leivit. 

On the whole, more countries have moved in 
the direction of less restriction on abortions. Only 
four countries, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Romania 
and Bulgaria, have reversed that trend and put 
more regulations on their once-liberal laws 
concerning abortion. . 

The article cited that a third of the world’s 
population reside in countries with non-restrictive 
laws, another third with moderately restrictive 
laws and the remaining third live in countries 
where it is completely illegal or is accepted only if 
the woman’s health or life is in danger. 

In 1973, America’s non-restrictive approach to 
abortion became a fact after two supreme court 
decisions ruled that abortion could not be denied 
to the woman in the first three months of her 
pregnancy. Many attempts have been made to alter 
that finding, but none have been successful yet. 

However, last year Congress passed a bill 
forbidding the federal government to give financial 
support for abortions done under Medicaid, which 
is argued to discriminate against the poor. 

In most countries which have non-restrictive or 
moderately restrictive laws the abortion rate has 
increased over the decade. But it is also stated that 
in the countries where there are restrictions the 
citizens tend to go to the countries where it is legal 
or obtain them illegally. 

The article said that “the most important 
contribution of the new developments in abortion 
is the growing realization that early abortions are 
safer and: less traumatic than late ones. First 
trimester (first three months) abortion is now

generally accomplished by evacuating the uterus 
by suction rather than by curettage (scraping). 
Later in pregnancy the traditional surgical 
procedures have been largely replaced by the 
infusion into the uterus of a salt or hormone 
solution, which results in expulsion of the fetus.” 

Very young women (under 15) tend to abort 
late in pregnancy compared to women over 35. 
They are the lowest proportioned category who 
receive second or third trimester abortions. 

This was ‘specified to be attributable “to an 
inability to recognize pregnancy symptoms, 
ignorance of where to seek help, reluctance to 
confide in parents or lack of money.”’ 

Another reason for late abortions is diagnostic 
tests which will tell women if they are carrying a 
defective fetus. 

With modern technology some 60 handicapping 
conditions in the fetus can now be found during 
pregnancy. 

Amniocentesis, ‘the withdrawal for analysis of 
some of the amniotic fluid in which the fetus is 
immersed,”’ is the major method used. 

The fetus can also be examined by fetoscopy, 
which is direct visual inspection, sampling of the 
fetal blood or ultrasound waves. 

These methods account for less than 200 
abortions a year because few medical centers do 
these diagnostic procedures to inform women. 

Although there are millions of abortions 
performed each year the article cites the lack of 
interest at the international level. 


More research is needed on the effects of 
“long-term medical complications . .. the effects 
of abortion and denied abortion on the mental 
health and social welfare of individuals and 
families and the factor of motivation, behavior and 
access associated with contraceptive use and the 
choice of abortion.”

State court school decision 
puts legislators on the spot

California, like all the other 
49 states, long ago assumed 
responsibility for the education 
of its citizens. Up until recently, 
it was felt that the aims of 
quality public education could 
best be served through local 
control of the educational 
process by the taxpayers of each 
school district. 

Local property taxes have 
been the mainstay of public 
school financing in California. 
This method, although giving a 
certain amount of control to the 
local districts, makes for rather 
sizable inequities between one 
district and another. 

Going on the premise that the 
money spent on education has a 
close and direct relationship 
with the quality of that 
education, it is obvious that the 
wealthier districts can provide 
substantially better schooling for 
their students than the poorer 
districts. 

In the past, California has 
made some effort to equalize 
school funding through basic aid 
stipends paid to the districts in 
proportion to the wealth per 
student of each district. 


This subsidy, however, has 
failed to effectively close the gap 
between the wealthy and poor 
districts or eliminate the glaring 
inequalities throughout the state 
system of public schools. 

The Serrano-Priest Decision 
of the California Supreme Court, 
in 1971, proposed to change all 
that. The state ignored its 
directions until now, when the 
Supreme Court reiterated the 
concepts of the Serrano-Priest 
Decision and commanded the 
state to reform as quickly as 
possible. 

According to Dr. John E. 
Johnson, Superintendent of 
RSCCD, the gist of the decision 
is, “Education, being a state 
function, should provide the 
same educational value per 
student based on the money 


spent for the education of that 
person. 

“They are saying, in essence, 
that the same dollar amount 
should support education 
throughout the state,’’ Dr. 
Johnson added. 

This means that the state will 
have to take over the funding of 
schools and attempt to 
distribute money to the local 
districts on a fair basis. 

To do this, the California 
Legislature must overhaul the 
current system. The leading 
proposal is to institute a 
statewide tax rate. The money 
would be collected through 
conventional local channels and 
re-directed to Sacramento where 
it would be pooled = and 
distributed to each district on a 
fair standard. 

This is certainly a more 
equitable way to finance public 
schooling, but unfortunately, 
the richer districts would 
undoubtedly feel exploited 
because they would most likely 
carry the heaviest tax burden 
and realize the least return on 
their money. 

“Generally speaking, the 
taxpayer may resent a statewide 
property tax,’’ Dr. Johnson said. 
“There is great pressure on all 
forms of property tax. There 
are possible limitations on it 
that are being pushed for 
recognition as a public initiative, 
a reduction of the tax rate to 1 
per cent of the market value 
being the primary principle. 

PTs change would 
immediately cut monies 
available for education by 50 per 
cent.” 

Dr. Johnson feels that if such 
a limit were to be imposed or if 
a State administered system met 
with widespread public 
disapproval, an alternate plan to 
raise revenue would have to be 
devised. ‘‘If there is no property 
tax, the only alternatives | can 
see would be to increase the 
sales tax or raise the income tax. 
They have to do something.” 


Gov. Brown, on the other 
hand, proposes to refinance the 
public education system from 
the state surplus that results 
from increased revenues off 
rising incomes. He opposes any 
increases in income __—‘ tax, 
however, and he believes that 
property tax relief in the form 
of cash rebates can be given to 
homeowners without a 
deterioration of quality in 
education. 


Many educators feel that 
Brown's proposal is unrealistic. 
They feel that the Governor is 
sacrificing quality to cut back on 
spending. ‘The amount of 
money the governor proposes is 
not enough if we are going to 
guarantee quality education,” 
stated Stephen H. Edwards Jr., 
president of the California 
Teachers Association. 

It will be difficult for the 
Legislature to come to a decision 
that will satisfy the Court and 
still meet Brown’s budgetary 
limits. 

How all of this will affect the 
community colleges, SAC in 
particular, is mot very well 
established. Dr. Johnson doesn’t 
think there will be much effect 
at all. “The Serrano-Priest 
Decision will have less effect on 
Community Colleges than on 
elementary and unified districts 
because most community college 
districts are larger and have a 
more varied tax base. 

“There is not as wide a 
variant in terms of wealth 
between the community 
colleges,” he went on. ‘“RSCCD 
is a bit wealthier than average, 
but SAC shouldn't experience 
too much change under any 
policy, because we are so close 
to the norm.” 

Until more positive trends 
develop, it appears that the best 
thing to do is sit tight for awhile 
and see what happens_ in 
Sacramento. It should be 
interesting to see what they 
come up with.

Vietnam War remains 
on American conscience

Sorry Jimmy, but America still remembers. 

In order to add a bright chapter to America’s most humiliating 
defeat, President-elect Carter is considering a blanket pardon for 
draft resisters in or out of the country who did not serve in the 
Armed Forces during the Vietnam War. 

Note the word, “pardon.” Carter uses this to differentiate from 
the term, ‘“‘amnesty.” According to Carter, declaring amnesty says, 
“what you did was right; pardon says whether what you did was 
right or wrong, you are forgiven for it.” Obviously Carter himself is 
not totally convinced that opposition to fighting in an undeclared 
war is acceptable. 

If this is Carter’s way to heal some wounds, he should be sued for 
political malpractice. 

Granting pardons or amnesty would only create additional 
trauma for Americans who still remember the Vietnamese struggle. 

The cause in Vietnam was questionable; nevertheless 2,500,000 
are veterans of that war and many lost their lives in the debacle. 
Families of those soldiers would be mocked by a system which pays 
homage to those who refuse to fight and ignores those who died for 
a forgotten cause. This should definitely cause a tinge of the 
American conscience. 

Representative Sonny Montgomery of Mississippi expressed this 
concern in U.S. News and World Report. 

“Take a man who. fought in Vietnam. He was given 
commendations and bravery ribbons, he came back to the U.S., got 
drunk, he stole the company commander’s Jeep,’and he wrecked it 
and ended up with a dishonorable discharge. Well, you have to go 
back and consider this fellow’s discharge. In my opinion, he’s done 
far less than the man who fled to Canada and was an evader.”’ 

Representative Montgomery may be citing an extreme example. 
Nevertheless, cases vary in different categories of draft resistance and 
pardoning them all would only cheapen the sacrifice of those who 
did fight and die in the remote marshlands of Southeast Asia. 


While the idea-of pardon and amesty is not new, Carter's proposal 
is unique in the annals of American history. Although there have 
been cases of presidential clemency actions in restoring citizenship 
to deserters, there has never been a blanket pardon such as Carter 
has proposed. Nor has there been a pardon for those who fled the 
country to avoid the armed forces. 

Military. experts feel that leniency toward the Vietnam evaders 
could act as a precedent and damage the nation’s ability to mobilize 
and maintain a strong military force. In time of war, not everyone 
can flee to Canada to Sweden. 

Those who wished to return to America have had their chance. 
Ford’s clemency program for military deserters has been quite 
effective in bringing back evaders to America and citizenship. Should 
the Carter administration continue to appease other draft dodgers 
and beg them to return home and be forgiven? Hardly. If draft 
dodgers, military resisters, non-registrants, and civilian protesters are 
interested in returning home and regaining American citizenship, 
they should accept the consequences of their actions. Although 
Vietnam is a fading nightmare in the minds of most Americans, the 
country does not have total amnesia toward the plight of the POW’s, 
MIA’‘s and the wounded and dead Americans who chose to stay and 
fight instead of running away.

Ending the Indochina nightmare 
begins with unconditional pardon

The Vietnam fiasco left us with 55,000 dead 
American fighting men and countless maimed of 
crippled individuals. 

Thousands of men are still suffering from the 
highly questionable involvement of the U.S. in a 
war that resulted in a meaningless ‘peace with 
honor.”’ 

These men, draft dodgers and _ war-time 
deserters, are now fighting a battle for something 
really important: their freedom. 

Whether in prison here in the U.S. or in exile, 
these Americans lost many of their constitutional 
guarantees by refusing to be. involved with 
pointless wholesale bloodshed. 

Denied their right to “‘life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness” for, not participating in 
ruthless massacres of Vietnamese citizens (Mai Lai 
was just the tip of the iceberg), defoiliation of the 
land and leveling of villages, these men want only 
to put the war nightmare behind us and resume 
meaningful roles in the mainstream of American 
life. : 

How, in all good conscience, can Americans 
deprive men who warited no role in a war that 
turned Vietnamese children into begging-orphans 
and women into prostitutes? | 

Some men left the country to avoid 
incarceration for refusing to be drafted into what 
they considered an immoral war. Others served 
time in Federal Penitentiaries for the same reason. 
Many men deserted their battle positions because 
they could not find any just reason for our 
presence in Vietnam. 

Certainly a healthy percentage of deserters and 
draft evaders refused to be involved merely to save 
their own necks. 

Whatever personal reasons these men chose for 
not fighting in Vietnam are not at issue here. The 
man who chose not to fight because he was 
concerned with his own well-being and the man 
who had a deep seated personal conviction or 
religious ideology opposing killing are now both in 
the same dilemma. 


If President Ford really thought he was going to 
heal America’s wounds after Watergate and the 
war then why didn’t he ever offer the only 
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reasonable cure for the open sores of broken 
families and personal hardship brought on by the 
forced imprisonment of these men: unconditional 
amnesty for all deserters and draft dodgers? 


Ford’s clemency plan, which started in January 
of 1975 offered deserters and evaders a chance to 
turn themselves over to the U.S. District Court in 
the area where he was stationed or where he 
committed his “crime.” They had to do so within 
15 days after they returned to the US. if they 
were in exile. 


Under the clemency plan, there was a case.by 
case review for each individual. The returning 
deserter or evader would normally be granted an 
undesirable discharge from the service. Then they 
would be required to work at a low-paying public 
service job for individually determined length of 
time. If the returning person completed his 
alternative service, then he would be granted a 
clemency discharge. 


The plan met with extremely limited success as 
only one-tenth of the 113,000 men the White 
House estimated would be eligible for the program 
took the option. 


Supporters of unconditional amnesty stated 
that the White House, in estimating those eligible 
failed to consider that thousands of men were 
given undesirable discharges due to unauthorized 
absences and desertion during the war era. They 
labeled Ford’s plan ‘‘a miscarriage of justice.”’ 


Although Carter’s plan for unconditional 
amnesty for draft evaders is a far cry better than 
Ford’s half-baked scheme for clemency through 
alternative public service employment, it doesn’t 
solve the problem for the deserters. Carter, 
regretably believes deserters should be dealt with 
on an individual-Rasis. 


One unconditional amnesty supporter cited 
another reason why it is the only just solution. 
Juanita Brown, in a letter to the L.A. Times, 
stated “In the name of democracy and equal 
justice for all we must either grant complete 
amnesty to our young men in political exile or we 
must sentence our guilty political and public 
leaders to a lifetime in exile or to a prison term.”

Financial aid: grants, loans 


available to qualified students

“Only a small per cent of 
students who apply for financial 
aid actually get turned down,” 
revealed Fay Freeman, financial 
aid officer. 

Freeman explained that when 
a student plans on applying for 
financial aid, there are two basic 
applications that can be filled 
out. The first application is for 
the 


Opportunity Grant (BEOG), 
which takes about four to five 
weeks to process. 

The second application is for 
the Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity Grant (SEOG), the 
College Work-Study Program 
(CWSP) or the National Direct 
Student Loan (NDSL). “The 
turn-around here is much faster. 
The process takes about three 
weeks,” explained Freeman. 

After completing the 
application, the applicant must 
submit a Family Financial 
Statement. This is a standard 
statement and is required for 
most of the programs. 

The next step is to obtain 
copies of parents/students 
federal income tax form. For the 
students claiming independent 
status, an affidavit of 
non-support from parents must 
also be filed. 

In the BEOG program, the 
student submits the notification 
to the financial aid officer and 
the amount of the award will be 
based on the determination of 
eligibility and cost of 
attendance. 

The SEOG is available to 
qualified students who = are 
currently enrolled in good 
standing and have exceptional 
financial need, who, without the 
grant, would be unable to 
continue their education. 


The CWSP provides jobs for 
students who have — great 
financial needs and must earn a 
part of their educational 
expenses. Students will be 
placed in jobs according to their 
background, skills and area of 
study. 


The NDSL is for half or full 
time students who need a low 


interest loan to help meet their 
financial needs. Students may 


borrow up to $2,500 for the 
first two years and $5,000 for a 
BA degree. 


Freeman reported more than 
1,600 students received some 
type of financial aid during the 
‘75-'76 semesters and more than 
2,000 students have already 
applied in the '76-'77 semesters. 
Because of the increase, program 
monies have risen from 
$760,000 to $990,000 to cover 
the rise in applications. 


One student’s comment on 
receiving financial aid at SAC 
was, ‘’You have to be downright 
poor. It’s just like applying for 
food stamps.” 


Freeman’s response was, 
‘‘The student’s needs vary from 
person to person, it also varies 
on how many programs’ the 
student applies for. We deal with 
the individual need.”

Despite the 20-year-old’s simplicity and his, “It wasn’t a big 
deal,’’ attitude, his performance at last Saturday night’s game 
against the UN Las Vegas JV was of stellar quality .. . he got his 
name in the record books. 

The clock read 15 seconds to go, and the reserve 
forward-center brought his 6 foot 5 and one-half-inch body to the 
free-throw line.
